1 believe \*e are lacing a serious 
test of our national character and efficiency, 
and I ara firmly convinced that a national 
prohibition measure would be of transcend- 
ent importance in its effect on the national 
spirit of conserving and increasing our food 
supply and in raising the eificiency of the 
nation. Tbs man power released from the 
liquor industries could be directed into pro- 
diictive channels, where the need of labor 
will be acute, and thus be readily absorbed. 
The ploa that government revenue will be 
seriously curtailed should not influence ac- 
tion, for prohibition will induce a national 
efficiency which will open up new and far 
richer sources of revenue.
